it so; thisidea, we fancied, somewhat embarrassed his efforts, added 
too, to the feeling that he was attempting a line of character very 
different to anything the town bas been accustomed to see him in; to 
these causes we attribute a want of ease and gaiety, which a second 
performance, we doubt not, would in a great measure correct, as Mr. 
Serle’s conception of the character was excellent, and only needed a 
little more spirit and comic humor in the filling up. 

Mr. Warde’s Duke, and Miss Jarman’s Juliana, had the same de- 
fect as Mr. Serle’s Rolando—a little too much infusion of Tragedy ; 
yet there were parts of both their performances very excellent. ‘The 
dancing of Miss Jarman was so very graceful, quiet, and Jady-like, 
that it was oniversally and loudly encored. Mr. Meadows played 
the Mock Duke with more comic humor then we had given him credit 
for. Mr. Keeley’s Lopez was the perfection of rustic comedy. The 
Pantomime followed, and went off badly ; the mistakes were innume- 
rable ; every thing seemed to go wrong. We ought previously to 
have noticed the dancing of two children in the Pantomime; that of 
the elder is the most spirited and graceful we ever recollect to have 
witnessed in so young a child. ‘The scene, in front of the Hair-dres- 
ser’s shop, should be cartailkd—it is terribly tedious.—The house, 
after second price, was very well filled.
